Gentlemen:- 


By request of Mr. Eugene Fichof, of Paris, France, at 


present in New York City. I have visited and examined the Galler¬ 
ies of the Corcoran Art Gallery, with a view of furnishing our 
system of reflectors for properly lighting the same. 

I find the conditions about the same as in the Galleries of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York, which Galleries xe are 
now making reflectors to be used with the Edison system of incan¬ 
descent electric lamps, we will have one Gallery finished in 
about ten days, and will complete the rest as rapidly as possible. 

The Edison Company, put in their plant and experimented for 
three months with various devices for lighting the paintings, none 
of which were satisfactory, until finally the Committee instructed 
them two weeks ago to consult with us in reference to making the 
proper kind of reflectors to light the paintings without glare, and 
to protect the eye from the glare of the direct light, while view¬ 
ing them, it is no experiment with us, as we have made a study of 
























this business for years, and in each instance the conditions are 


all taken in consideration and the angles are made so that the v/all 
space for paintings is thoroughly and evenly covered with light, 
without glare and the eye protected. 

We agreed in the case of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, to 
put up reflectors covering one side of one Gallery with the under¬ 
standing that if the light proved satisfactory, we were to have 
the order for furnishing our reflectors for all of the Galleries. 

We lighted one side of a Gallery a week ago Mond^/' night, the full 
Committee were present to inspect the light, and it was unanimous¬ 
ly adopted on the spot, without a dissenting vote. 

Mr. Edward Weston, Architect, 33 Broad St.- Mr. Marquand, 
the President of the Museum,- Mr. H.R.Bishop, Mr. Avery, Mr. Vandep 
bilt and the rest of the Trustees were present, any or all of 
them will verify the above statement. 

We furnish our reflectors for the use of eithac gas or electric 
light. Vie will furnish and put in position in the Corcoran Art 
Galleries reflectors, made of our best reflecting material, and 
constructed on the proper angles to thoroughly light your paintings 
without glare using gas, for Seven Dollars ($7.00) per running 
foot, or the same for incandescent electric light for Five Dollars 
and Seventy-five cents ($5.75) per running foot. If gas is used, 
we furnish every thing complete including burners: if electric 
lamps are used, we furnish reflectors complete put up, with arrange 
ments to receive the wire, but the wire, sockets and electric 
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lamps are to be furnished wired and put up on by the electric 
Light Company furnishing the plant. 

We have lighted, and gladly refer you to any of them in New 
York, the Galleries of: Fifth Avenue Art Galleries: Fifth Avenue 
Auction Rooms: Eden Musee Co.: Messrs Boiissod Valadon & Co.; 
the private Galleries of Mr. August Belmont, 109 Fifth Avenue, Mrs. 
R.L.Stuart, Fifth Avenue& Sixty-eight St. Mr. David C. Lyall, 
President St., Brooklyn, N.Y. and many others. 

If you use gas and wish to have the gas burners lighted sim¬ 
ultaneously by electricity, we can furnish a frictional electric 
machine for Seventy-five Dollars ($75.00) and the electric gas 
burners wired and put on for Sixty cents each, this makes a con¬ 
venient and rapid way of lighting the gas burners •
